Scientists have announced they have 
discovered seven rare galaxies in an area 
of the sky that had seemed empty to as- 
tronomers before. The area is 300 million 
light years from Earth. 

The search of this part of the sky was 
sponsored by the National Science Foun- 
dation and they said the part of the sky 
where these galaxies were found is so 
large, it could hold 2,000 galaxies the size 
of our Milky Way and that many of the 
stars in the galaxies are in the process of 
being born!!

Before leaving office, former Gover- 
nor John Carlin presented to Max Ary, 
Director of the Kansas Cosmosphere a 
Kansas flag and an American flag which 
had survived the explosion of the space 
shuttle Challenger January 28, 1986. As- 
tronaut, Steve Hawley, also presented a 
brass plaque with a Challenger mission 
51L flight patch. 

This will become a part of a permanent 
display at the Cosmosphere honoring the 
seven astronauts who died in the explo- 
sion of the Challenger, the worst accident 
in America’s space exploration history.

NASA feels confident that the prob- 
lems that brought about the destruction of 
Challenger are in the process of being 
corrected and the safety factor improved 
to the degree they can predict the expected 
date of the next space shuttle mission. 

Officials announced in January that the 
time will be in February of 1988 and that 
the mission will be composed of five 
astronauts...the Commander, the Pilot 
and three science and communications 
specialists.
